that business is not and has not 
been as bad as a lot of people be­ 
lieved It to be. 
The president, at a press con­ 
ference packed with news devel­ 
opments, gave as backing for bis 
statement on business a depart­ 
ment of commerce estimate that 
'he national income for this year 
would be slightly above $60,000.- 
000,000. Earlier government esti­ 
mates were $55,000,000,000. 
Dirt Files Noon 
The president, wearing a white 
shirt, collar open and no tie, un­ 
creased 
summer 
trousers 
and 
lounging in a chair behind his flat 
top, mahogany desk, was waiting 
Tor the newsmen when they came 
In. 
He had a sheaf of papers in his 
hand. 
With those papers as notes, he 
announced: 
(1 )— That dirt would begin to 
fly on $350,000,000 
of 
public 
works 
administration 
projects 
within sixty days, now that the 
big $3,750,000,000 bill has been 
signed. 
(2 )—That 
the 
prospect 
for 
business during 1938, based on 
national income figures for the 
.’frat three months of tho year, 
was 
definitely 
improved. 
The 
president added that his assertion 
that business is not as 
bad 
as 
tome people believed applied both 
;o industry and agriculture. 
(3 )—-That he had signed 45 
bills and vetoed seven since com* 
U lt to Ms Hyds Park htmic -wud 
would act on ten more before go* 
ng to bed tonight, but still would 
nave 337 to pass upon after that. 
Talks With Ambassador 
Mr. Roosevelt also took occa­ 
sion to say that references to the 
last congress as a $12,000,000,- 
000 congress were ridiculous In 
view of the fact that a large por­ 
tion of the money 
appropriated 
was for loans which the govern­ 
ment would be repaid. 
Moreover, he added, the sum 
under 
discussion 
represented in 
part authorizations for which no 
appropriations had been made. 
Then, answering questions, the 
chief executive touched briefly ou 
international affairs. 
After asserting that he could 
Bay no more than that 
he 
had 
talks of general international af­ 
fairs with Joseph 
P. 
Kennedy, 
ambassador to Loudon who visit­ 
ed him today, Mr. Roosevelt was 
asked 
whether 
Kennedy's 
call 
made him cheerful. 
The 
president 
replied that it 
made him feel the same way he 
had felt for the last t.w*o or three 
years. The general international 
picture, he said, was not particu­ 
larly a bright one, that all we 
could do is hope for the best. 
Mr. Roosevelt's very busy day, 
which was topped ofT by his driv­ 
ing his car over country roads, 
included receipt of a $1,010,000 
check for use of 
the 
National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly­ 
sis.

Prospects Brighten for 
Curbing Bloody Civil 
War In Spain

London. 
June 
21 
(A*)— The 
prospect of curbing or even end­ 
ing Spain’s destructive civil war 
became more 
promising 
tonight 
than at any time since the first 
shot was fired July 18, 1936. 
Nine European powers, ending 
a long deadlock, agreed at a non­ 
intervention subcommittee meet­ 
ing on steps to 
remove 
foreign 
fighters from the conflict. 
Friday the 
subcommittee will 
meet again to discuss the cost of 
the nonintervention 
plan 
and a 
full session of the 27-nation group 
is to be held shortly to approve 
the complete scheme. 
Britain* sought 
the 
aid 
of 
France and Italy, whose 
sympa­ 
thies are with opposite sides In 
the conflict, to obtain a lull in 
hostilities while evacuation com­ 
missions could operate. 
In the house of commons Bri­ 
tish Prime Minister Chamberlain 
indicated an armistice 
was 
the 
only practical way to end inter­ 
national 
difficulties 
which 
had 
arisen from the war. 
He declared Britain would try 
“from time 
to 
time" 
to 
see 
whether 
there 
were 
favorable 
prospects of success 
and 
“when 
the time comes we shall be only 
too glad to offer our services, 
either gloue 
or 
in 
conjunction 
with gibers. In bringing this 1&-

Minneapolis, June 21 KA3)— Gov. 
Elmer A. Benson tonight pulled 
into a slightly increasing lead over 
Hjalmar Petersen on the Farmer- 
Labor ticket in the state primary 
election 
as 
more 
than 
three- 
fourths of the returns were tabu­ 
lated. 
Benson had 
a 
lead 
of 9.202 
from returns of 3,058 
of 
3*739 
precincts. 
The vote was Benson 
183,775; Petersen 174.573. 
It was by far the most surprise- 
packed gubernatorial primary in 
Minnesota 
history as 
Petersen, 
who defied Benson and the party 
he inherited from the late Floyd 
B. Olson and fought single-hand­ 
edly a party in control eight years. 
While Benson is an ardent new 
deal supporter and champion of 
labor, Petersen, a member of the 
state railroad and warehouse com­ 
mission, has adopted a compara­ 
tively conservative stand by de­ 
manding the ouster of “Commun­ 
ists’’ from within the party and 
advocating stimulation of private 
enterprise. 
A salient feature of the race was 
the size of the Farmer-Labor pri 
mary vote— above 300,000 ballots 
compared with 183,000 for the 
Republicans and 55,000 for the 
Democrats. 
The size of the Farmer-Labor 
vote compared with that cast for 
party candidates in previous yeurs 
Indicated that large numbers of 
Republicans and Democrats had 
ignored the advice of their candi­ 
dates to remain in their own par­ 
ty columns. 
The urge by conser­ 
vative voters to eliminate Benson 
from the fall elections apparently 
led many to mark the Farmer- 
Labor sections of the consolidated 
primary ballot.

OUT WITH JEW, 
GOEBBELS SAYS 


Propaganda Chief Rouses 
Crowd of 120,000 in 
Berlin Talk 


STOCK MARKET 
MOREHOPEFOL 


Securities PHces Given 
Brisk Boost Second 
Day In Succession 


Berlin, 
June 
21 (A3)— Propa­ 
ganda Minister Paul Joseph Goeb­ 
bels tonight put the stamp of offi­ 
cial approval on the new wave of 
nazi anti-semitism and roused a 
crowd of 
120,000 
Berliners 
to 
hysterical cries of “out with the 
Jews-—out with the Jews." 
Speaking at the annual summer 
solstice exercises at Olympic Stad­ 
ium Goebbels demanded, however, 
that the state party rather than 
“the street"— meaning mobs— at­ 
tend to solution 
of 
the 
Jewish 
problem. 
He said that though he had “a 
full understanding of the fact the 
Berlin population Is taking mea­ 
sures for its defense, I do not ap­ 
prove of the method. 
“ But it is a good thing we now 
know what concerns are Jewish," 
declared 
the small 
propaganda 
minister referring to 
the 
recent 
smearing 
of 
store-fronts 
with 
“Jew" in red paint. 
“We will see to it th at legal 
measures are taken so that soon 
Jews will have gone altogether. 
“Aa far as those remaining are 
concerned let them remember to 
keep out of the public view. They 
are beginning to be a nuisance." 


New 
York, 
June 21 (A*)—Wall 
Street’s more hopeful appraisal of 
recovery prospects gave securities 
prices a brisk boost today for the 
second successive day, 
with 
the 
most active trading in stocks in 
twelve weeks. 
The two-day advance in shares 
attracted protit taking, and gains 
averaged smaller than yesterday’s, 
but the bonds duplicated Monday’s 
upswing, with many of the long 
depressed rail issues up $10 to $30 
per $1,000 bond. 
In the stock market, many is­ 
sues, chiefly industrials, registered 
net gains of $1 to $3 per share, and 
a few high priced lsues as much 
as $4 to $9. Transfers cf 1,457,030 
shares was 369,980 above yester­ 
day’s, and the best for any day 
since March 30. 
The average of 20 representative 
rail bonds rose $14 to a level of 
$490 per $1,000 bond, a jump of $28 
in two days, the biggest in eight 
months. 
This recouped the losses 
of the past ten days. 
The average price of 60 repre­ 
sentative stocks rose 90 cents to 
$41.50, on top of yesterday’s Jump 
of $1.90. This lifted it to the best 
level since May ll. 
Brokers attributed the cheerier 
attitude in the securities market 
to the slight gains recently shown 
in business statistics, and hopes 
that increased movement of freight 
might help the depressed railroads, 
several of which have been crowd­ 
ed close to the brink of receiver­ 
ship. 
It wag recalled rail bonds 
slumped badly last 
week, 
when 
congress adjourned without action 
on the proposal to liberalize RFC 
lending. 
Washington news that some of 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
regislative 
advisers had proposed that legis­ 
lative committees begin a study of 
the railroad financial problem early 
next fall, was also noted. 
Governor Lehman Will Accept 
Bid To Succeed Sen. Copeland 


Marquette, Mich., June 21 (A5) 
— The Straits of Mackinac bridge 
project is much nearer final fed­ 
eral approval than it has been ful­ 
some 
time. 
Senator Prentiss M. 
Brown today told a representative 
of the Asssociated Press in a tele­ 
phone conversation from his home 
in St. Ignace. 
Michigan’s junior senator 
said 
that President Roosevelt has ex­ 
pressed approval of 
the project, 
but insists an adequate engineer­ 
ing survey be made as a neces­ 
sary preliminary before any other 
action is taken. 
A survey, Sen­ 
ator Brown said, would cost about 
$160,000. 
Bill Not Blocked 
Questioned about the congres­ 
sional status of the bridge proj­ 
ect, Senator Brown stated that re­ 
ports that it had been blocked in 
congress w*ere misleading. He said 
the bill was held up in the house, 
but that it has not been blocked. 
He predicted that 
it 
w-ould 
be 
passed easily, with 
approval 
of 
the president, in the next session 
of congress. 
Congressional 
action 
on the 
Mackinac 
project, 
the 
Senator 
said, is necessary 
only 
for the 
passage of a bill, under 
the gen­ 
eral bridge law, authorizing 
the 
erection of a span across a navi­ 
gable stream In such a manner as 
not to interfere w*ith vessel traf- 
fice in that stream. 
The senate has twice passed the 
Itill, the senator said, but it failed 
in the house when put on the un­ 
animous consent calendar. 
“One 
or two lower Michigan members 
voted against it”, the senator said, 
“and that Is why it was held up". 


TRAFFIC SURVEY ORDERED 
Lansing, June 21 (A*)— Govern­ 
or Murphy 
claimed 
presidential 
endorsement 
of 
the 
proposed 
bridge 
across 
the , straits 
of 
Mackinac as he announced plans 
today 
for a state-sponsored pro­ 
gram to enlist public support for 
the project. 
“One of the reasons the presi­ 
dent is coming to Michigan this 
summer is to learn about it,” Mur­ 
phy asserted. He added the presi­ 
dent might inspect the proposed 
site of the bridge. 
The governor said he has dis­ 
cussed the proposed bridge with 
Roosevelt on three occasions and 
found 
“ he 
wus 
an 
enthusiast 
about it.” 
Murphy said a survey w'ould 
get under way within a few days 
to determine 
possible 
traffic 
volume to justify the bridge, aud 
means of financing it. 
The governor pointed out that 
a bridge such 
as 
that 
contem­ 
plated would Involve what he de­ 
scribed as one of the greatest en­ 
gineering feats in the world, thus 
providing 
an 
additional tourist 
attraction as well as au accommo­ 
dation. 
Murphy said he felt a bridge 
across the straits would 
go 
far 
toward unifying the interests of 
Michigan’s two 
peninsulas, 
and 
obliterate the feeling in some cir­ 
cles that the western Upper Pen­ 
insula is more closelly allied with 
Wisconsin’s interests 
than 
those 
of Michigan.

tonight for New York and Wash­ 
ington in quest of further assist­ 
ance for Michigan’s uneployed. 
The governor announced, also, 
an increase of 5,000 in the allot­ 
ment of WPA Jobs to this state, 
bringing the quota to 205.000. He 
predicted it would be filled by 
July 15. 
He disclosed plans, at the same 
time, for revitalizing the CCC pro 
gram, announcing a representative 
of federal relief agencies would 
visit Michigan Monday to press 
welfare work among young r{eff 
and women under the age of 25. 
In Washington, he said, he will 
request more projects under the 
new Public Works program, most 
of them 
in 
Grand 
Rapids and 
other western Michigan munici­ 
palities, and ask the Works Pro­ 
gress Administration to pay more 
generous wages in upper peninsula 
counties. 
He said he felt the 
present allowance of approximate­ 
ly $44 a month in northern coun­ 
ties was inadequate in view of the 
long, cold winters and their de­ 
mands for fuel and warm clothing.

The stocky chief executive re­ 
ferred to by President Roosevelt 
as “my good right arm" when they 
both were in the state service, has 
shown a coolness toward the presi­ 
dent in recent months. 
This first 
became apparent wheu he opposed 
Roosevelt’s supreme court reor­ 
ganization bill. 
Lehman came to the governor­ 
ship in 1933 as successor to the 
newly-elected President Roosevelt, 
and accepted nomination for his 
third term two years ago on the 
president's insistence, and as a 
result of u draft movement by na­ 
tional party leaders. 


Lehman is now regarded as one 
of the conservatives in the state 
Democratic organization, as wus 
the late Senator Copeland. 
Tho s u r p r i s e announcement 
clears the way for a possible wide 
open scramble among numerous 
a l r e a d y mentioned Democratic 
possibilities for New* York’s first 
four-year governorship and at the 
same time clarifies the guberna­ 
torial picture for Republican state 
leaders.

Michigan Gas and 
OU Lands Leased 
Take Another Jump 


Lansing— W ith more th a n 60,- 
000 acres bld in since the first of 
this year, Michigan now has ap­ 
proximately 
279,800 
acres 
of 
state-owned land under lease for 
gas and oil development. 
More th an 33,OOO acres 
were 
leased this month 
and 
18,948 
acres were bid in at two previous 
1938 sales, one held in Janu ary 
and the other in April. 
On the first day of the Ju ne 
sale, which required two days, 9,- 
692 acres In wildcat territory in 
Montmorency, Crawford, Otsego, 
Osceola and Midland counties, in 
sections where there has been lit­ 
tle development, were bld off. 
For 23,381 acres leased on the 
second day of the June sale, a to­ 
tal bid of $7,352 was received. 
This land is located In Roscom­ 
mon county in an area where a 
num ber of 
wildcat 
tests 
have 
been drilled. 
Bids at the Janu ary 
and April sales totalled $50,753 
bringing to slightly more 
than 
$GT8,000 the am ount the state has 
received in 
bonuses 
on 
lands 
leased this year. 
In addition to the bonus rev­ 
enue received on the 
bids, 
the 
state also co fights 60 
cents 
a 
year per acre for land leased, for 
the first year under lease. 
For 
the second year and each succeed­ 
ing year thereafter for the term 
of the lease, the state 
receives 
one dollar per acre leased unless 
a well is drilled, in the event of 
which the rental drops back to 
the 60 cent annual acreage rate. 
Last year the state took in ap­ 
proximately $690,000 in oil and 
gas bonuses, rental and royalties, 
the largest revenue 
from 
this 
source on record. 
These receipts 
go into the general fund of the 
state, the departm ent of conser­ 
vation merely adm inistering the 
land.

racy off from other systems of govern­ 
ment, it is this:

Th u s democracy is grea ter th a n 
mere 
^majority rule." 
I t means t h a t 
all 
in­ 
dividual men have certain rig hts which 
can not be taken from them w hethe r they 
happen to agree or not with t h e majority 
st any given time and place. 
It 
means 
that all the force of the public power shall 
be used to see th a t they get those rights, 
even at times and under 
circumstances 
w hen at a given time an d place a 
local 
m ajority may oppose it. 
It is because this principle lies close to 
the core and h e a r t of democracy, th a t the 
row now going on iu Newark and Jersey 
City over Mayor F ra n k H ag u e is m ore im­ 
p o rtan t tha n a m ere local affair. 
It 
is 
Important that people 
u nderstand 
the 
principles involved. 
H ag u e 's defense in t h e failure to pro­ 
tect N o rm an Thom as from a mob 
which 
egged him was simply th a t people 
were 
against Thomas and the police could not 
prevent his being attac k ed — that they did 
well to get him out with hie life. 
T h a t is scarcely enough to satisfy any­ 
one with any faith in democracy. 
People 
who did n ’t care for Thomas' 
principles, 
and did n ’t wish to hear him speak could 
very well stay away. 
To allow them 
to 
assemble and violently assault a m an ex­ 
ercising a commonly recognized right 
to 
make a speech, is something else again. 
Note how closely other rights are tied 
In with this simple principle of gu ara n tee ­ 
ing to individuals their rights even though 
they may be in a minority.

State Cars and Trucks 
T 
HE Grand Rapids Herald, In a recently 
published editorial, points to t h e large 
n u m b e r of state-owned autom obiles 
and 
trucks th a t are burning gas and oil 
over 
Michigan highways as one of t h e reasons 
why sta te expenditures are m ounting. 
Harold D. Smith, state budget director, 
recently announced th a t a real 
in vestiga­ 
tion is to be made to find out how many 
passenger cars and trucks are b o u g h t and 
paid for by the state for tho use of its e m ­ 
ployees and d epartm ents, and he has f u r ­ 
th e r announced that the investigation will 
t a k e a year, th e Herald com ments. 
Both those sta te m ents a re 
th oroughly 
astonishing. 
Tn any business concern the 
proper authority would pull out a card and 
tell immediately how many cars the con­ 
cern purchased, for whose use. and all the 
detail connected with th em , the m a k e of 
cars, engine numbers, 
license 
num bers 
and all oth er inform ation. 
And f u r t h e r ­ 
more, that concern would have In its pos­ 
session the titles to these cars. 
It appears first that th e State and no­ 
body connected with th e State knows how 
m any cars th e taxpayers have paid 
for, 
who drives them or who holds th e titles 
to them. 
Plainly, the State doesn't hold 
t h e 
titles. Worse th an 
this. Mr. Smith 
says there " m a y be about 1,200 cars and 
tr u c k s " which have been paid for out 
of 
t h e State T reasury but that no 
accurate 
record is kept of them. 
The Secretary of 
State who issues the licenses says that lie 
has 
issued 1,907 licenses for cars 
and 
trucks but that some duplications 
seem 
possible. 
Then he throws up his hands 
and 
says he 
has no way of knowing how- 
m any motor vehicles the 
State has bought 
or who has them. 
Mr. Smith comes to hat again to say 
that some of these* cars "c a rry no m ark 
distinguishing th em from privately owned 
vehicles." 
And then nobody 
seems 
to 
know how m any cars purchased by 
the 
State may have been "diverted in 
whole 
or in part to private use" which, in plain 
English means cars th a t in effect 
have 
been stolen by those who use them. 
Practice has been, 
it seems, 
for tile! 
head of a depa rtm ent to buy a car 
for 
himself or place his OK 
on 
an 
order 
for somebody in his d e p a rtm en t to 
buy 
one. 
That man has bought It In hts own 
name, sent th e Hill to the State and tho 
State, 
on tile OK 
of 
th e 
dep artm en t 
head, has paid it. 
The purchaser has kept 
th e title and used th e car as bis own. The 
State knows nothing of w hat has become 
of it. 
Cars cosf a lot of money. T ru c k s cost 
more money. Many dep artm en t heads and 
oth ers in positions of a uthority of course 
wouldn't he satisfied to drive one of th e 
lower priced cars. 
It would he 
beneath 
th e dignity of the offices they hold. Sup­ 
pose. therefore. 
that the approxim ately 
2.000 cars and tru ck s licensed 
cost 
an 
averago of $1,000, which would lie very 
low- indeed, th en the State has Invested in 
motor vvehicles the tidy sum of $2,000,- 
000 and d oesn’t know what has become of 
the motor vehicles thus purchased. 
If this 
is the system In motor vehicles, isn t 
It 
likely the sam e system prevails in 
the 
purchase of a great many other 
things. 
But what of lf? The taxpayers have to dig 
up. But Is th e re any wonder in view 
of 
these circumstances that the expenditures 
of State Government are trem en d o u s and 
that taxes are unutterably high?

because F ra n c e now holds as a

appanage t h e N o rt h African 
region 
of 
Tunisia and this same T unisia 
occupies

perial Carthage. 
T h e re has been much discussion as to 
tho value of th e Italian conquest of E thio­ 
pia.

W ashington, June 21.— The millenium, 
when th© lion and the lamb 
shall 
dis 
down together, is very far from being at 
hand. 
But, although business and gov­ 
ernment have never been more unfriend­ 
ly, the tim e is not yet past when Edward 
R. Stettinius, Jr., chairman of th© board 
of the United States 
Steel 
Corporation, 
and Thurman W. Arnold, official 
trust­ 
buster of the New Deal, can take a cock­ 
tail off the same tray. 
The m eeting was a significant one — 
less because th© New Dealers present as­ 
sured the business men that 
the 
one- 
coming anti-monopoly Inquiry would 
be 
fair and reasonable, than because it was 
part of a new and more promising effort 
to bring government and 
business 
to­ 
gether. 
The get-together was arranged by Pren­ 
tiss Coonley, a tall, sandy-haired, pleasant 
mannered partner of Paul 
Shields, 
th© 
powerful broker who is Wall Street’s chief 
contact with the Whit© House. 
At 
the 
suggestion of W. Averill Harriman, chair­ 
man of the Board of the 
Union 
Pacific 
Railroad and another W hite House friend, 
Coonley moved to W ashington a 
month 
or so ago to promote better business-gov- 
ernment relations. 
With a desk in th© business 
advisory 
council offices at th© Commerce Depart­ 
ment and a handsome house In 
George­ 
town, Coonley has been hard 
at 
work. 
Last Thursday evening, when 
Stettinius 
and Arnold dined with him, was a sample 
effort. 
EVENING PARTY 
The other men present were SEC Com­ 
m issioner Jerome N. Frank; Leon Hender­ 
son, the WPA economist; Thomas G. Cor­ 
coran; Clarence Francis, president of Gen­ 
eral Foods; George Sloan, of the 
Cotton 
Textile Institute, and Blackwell Smith, a 
W ashington lawyer. 
The party was not only distinguished; 
it was agreeable. 
Before and during din­ 
ner, shop-talk was outlawed. 
And then, 
after coffee and 
cigars, 
there 
was 
a 
round table. 
Since the New Dealers were 
all men deeply interested 
in 
the 
anti- 
monopoly inquiry, while the business men 
were all potential victims, It was, rather 
naturally, the principal subject. 
The voluble and entertaining 
Arnold 
assured the business men that the 
chief 
object of th© Inquiry would be to obtain 
facts. 
Yet with his delight in upsetting 
others, he coul<$ not refrain from predict­ 
ing, from time to time, that the 
Inquiry 
would not lack for 
exciting 
moments. 
Frank went 
further, 
stating 
that 
he 
thought it most important that 
"witch- 
hunting" be avoided, that the inquiry he 
modeled on a British royal 
commission. 
And Henderson supported Frank, point­ 
ing out that lf business men could defend 
"restrictive” price policies, the 
inquiry 
would give them a forum. 
The gathering was friendly. 
And while 
the differences to the New Deal and 
the 
business definitions 
of 
"witch-hunting’’ 
probably prevented any important results, 
at least the party broke up with each side 
better able to understand the other. 
STILL BUGABOOS 
Since he first 
came 
to 
W ashington, 
Coonley has held a series of sim ilar meet­ 
ings. 
His effort was suggested by Averill 
Harriman after the President’* now long- 
forgotten fireside chat offering the olive 
branch to business. 
And 
although 
the 
olive branch seemed to be promptly with­ 
drawn. Coonley has gone hopefully 
on, 
mixing bank presidents and left-wing eco­ 
nomists, large Industrialists 
and 
White 
House advisers. 
It might be added that the real signifi­ 
cance of th© Coonley effort is to be found 
to its failure to produce real r e s u l ts , 
in 
the period since his m eetings began, 
the 
relations between business and 
govern­ 
ment have steadily worsened. 
The pump 
priming bill, which would once have pro­ 
duced temporary business confidence, has 
only aroused 
more 
fear. 
The 
White 
House purge of the Democratic Party 
is 
looked upon with excitable suspicion. And 
the anti-monopoly inquiry, in spite of all 
the assurances, remains a terrifying buga­ 
boo, even for the men who 
dined 
with 
Coonley. 
And all this Is so 
although 
Coonley 
and many other influential men have tried 
in different ways to cure the 
situation. 
The answer would appear to be that the 
interests of the New Deal and of business 
are too contradictory to permit peace be­ 
tween them. 
Indeed, the chances now are that the 
warfare between business and the 
New 
Deal will grow steadily more violent. 
The 
President is seeking a political 
realign­ 
ment, in which all conservatives will 
be 
herded into one camp, and 
all 
liberals 
and radicals Into another. 
If he is to win 
elections as the chieftain of the left-wing- 
liberal forces, he must make aggressive 
war on his enemies. 
Realignm ent is not 
the mother of compromise.

The scene of indescribable horror and confusion resulting when the Milwaukee railroad’s crack “Olympian" plunged through a 
bridge near Miles City, Mont., causing an appallingtollofmorcthantwo score deaths, is graphically depicted in the above aerial photo­ 
graph. Almost entirely submerged beside one of the concrete bridge pilings is one of the cars (No. I) in which many died. Rescue workers 
were forced to cut this car open with acetylene torches before being able to reach the bodies inside. Still standing despite the tremendous 
force of the “flash flood” which swept down Custer creek are the two concrete pilings (No. 2) which supported the bridge.

which some passengers were able to escape are shown (No. 3>, piled up on the banks of the creek. No. 4 shows the train’s locomotive 
which succeeded in crossing the bridge, but was overturned and wrecked when the cars behind broke through the structure. The wrecking 
engine, which pulled the cars from the water with a crane, is shown near the overturned locomotive.

Less Than Last Year, 
Records Show 


Should present conditions exist 
th ro u g h o u t the su m m er m onths, 
last year's all tim e record for th e 
lack of forest an d grass fires in 
this district will be broken, ac­ 
cording to a check of statistics 
a t the district h ea d q u arte rs 
of 
th e conservation d ep artm en t. 
U ntil J u n e 21 of this year, only 
28 fires had been reported, cover­ 
ing 233 acres T his is an average 
of less th a n IO acres per fire. 
L ast year on th e sam e date. 39 
fires had consum ed 
370 
acres 
w hile in 
1936. 454 acres w arn 
burn ed by 38 fires. 
C onditions for suppression of 
fires have been alm ost ideal th u s 
far this year, conservation offi­
